SAINTS failed to 
capitalise on a 2-0

Defenders Jose Fonte and 
Virgil Van Dijk gave Saints a 
2-0 half-time lead. 

But Vardy’s near-post head¬ 
er midway through the sec¬ 
ond half, from ex-Saint Na¬ 
than Dyer’s cross, ensured a 
tense last 25 minutes, writes 
SIMON WALTER. 

Saints, with Kelvin Davis 
making his first appearance 
of the season in place of the 
injured Maarten Stekelen- 
burg, conceded the equaliser 
during the five minutes of 
injury time. 

Vardy seized on a Riyad 
Mahrez through ball to 
maintain Leicester’s un¬ 
beaten away record with his 
ninth of the season. 

Leicester arrived occu¬ 
pying the dizzy heights of 
fifth place and on an un¬ 
beaten eight-match away 
run stretching back seven 
months to a 4-3 defeat at 
Spurs. 

They were the brighter 
side in the opening five min¬ 
utes. 

Christian Fuchs delivered 
a dangerous cross in the 
first 25 seconds, whipping it 
in from the left, low into the 
six-yard box, where Davis 
palmed the ball away as he 
dived low to his left.

Koeman is left 
rueing Mane 
miss as Saints 
are pegged back 


RONALD Koeman rued 
Sadio Mane’s missed 
chance in the second half 
after seeing his side throw 
away a two-goal lead. 

Shortly after half-time, 
Mane rounded Leicester 
City goalkeeper Kasper 
Schmeichel but did not 
take the opportunity to 
increase Saints’ lead to 
3-0. 

Koeman said: “We didn’t 
have the feeling it’s over 
[at half-time], we knew 
they have unbelievable 
spirit. 

“Of course we had the 
best chance to kill the 
game off from Sadio. After 
dribbling round the 
goalkeeper Mane’s got to 
shoot on target... that was 
needed to kill the game. 

“But at 2-1 it was more 
difficult, they were fresher 
after that.” 

Koeman cut a frustrated 
figure as England striker 
Jamie Vardy scored twice 
in the last half hour. 

He said: “It was a good 
performance before half¬ 
time with great goals from 
the set pieces. 

“But I have to recognise 
it was always going to be a 
difficult game for several 
reasons; they have a high 
position in the table and 
showed great spirit and 
great belief at 2-0 down. 

“The difference in the 
second half was that 
Leicester pressed more. It 
was difficult to keep good 
defensive organisation in 
the second half and that’s 
what we have to do better. 

“We also have to learn to 
manage the game, their 
second came from a goal 
kick. 

“It shouldn’t be possible 
at this level to score out of 
that.” 

• Wayne Rooney scored 
his first goal at Goodison 
Park for eight years as 
Manchester United 
coasted to a 3-0 victory on 
an emotional afternoon for 
Everton. 

The news of Howard 
Kendall’s death prior to 
kick-off led to a subdued 
atmosphere inside 
Goodison Park and the 
current crop of Everton 
players were unable to 
replicate the kind of 
performances seen under 
the club’s greatest 
manager. 

Non-existent marking 
from the hosts allowed 
former Saints star Morgan 
Schneiderlin and Ander 
Herrera to put United 2-0 
up inside 22 minutes and 
Rooney wrapped up the 
win in the second half.

Raheem Sterling hit a first- 
half hat-trick and Wilfried 
Bony struck twice as 
Premier League leaders 
Manchester City caned 
promoted Bournemouth 5-1 
at the Etihad Stadium. 

City had needed someone to step up 
in the absence of injured star striker 
Sergio Aguero and £49million man 
Sterling duly rose to the challenge. 

He and Bony both struck inside the 
opening 11 minutes and the former 
Liverpool man added two more after 
a Glenn Murray reply. Bony wrapped 
up scoring in the closing minutes. 

There was a hint of offside about 
Sterling’s first goal and Bourne¬ 
mouth might have had an early pen¬ 
alty, but Eddie Howe’s side were ulti¬ 
mately overpowered. 

The first half was played at a fre¬ 
netic pace and may have been differ¬ 
ent had referee Mike Dean pointed 
to the spot when Dan Gosling went 
down under a challenge from Nicolas 
Otamendi. 

But City scored from their first se¬ 
rious attack as Fernandinho’s cross¬ 
field ball was headed back by Pablo 
Zabaleta and helped in the direction 
of Sterling by Bony. 

There were suspicions of offside 
but Sterling swooped to tuck home 
from three yards. 

City soon had a second as Bacary 
Sagna, playing at left-back because 
of injuries to Gael Clichy and Alek- 
sandar Kolarov, whipped in a cross 
that Adam Federici could not hold. 


Federici had only been called into 
the team at the last moment after for¬ 
mer Saints keeper Artur Boruc was 
injured in the warm-up and his un¬ 
expected opportunity quickly turned 
sour as Bony snaffled a gift from 
close range. 

City threatened more as Jesus Na¬ 
vas burst clear to tee up Sterling but 


Andrew Surman produced a fine 
tackle and Federici saved from the 
outstanding Kevin de Bruyne. 

Bournemouth replied after 22 min¬ 
utes when Murray let fly from the 
edge of the area as the City defence, 
again lacking authority in Vincent 
Kompany’s absence, backed off. 

Kompany had been left out by man¬ 


ager Manuel Pellegrini, who was 
unhappy his captain played for Bel¬ 
gium earlier in the week after miss¬ 
ing the five previous City games 
with a calf injury 

But with Sevilla and Manchester 
United to play in the coming week, 
it may also have been a sensible pre¬ 
caution. 

Sterling made it 3-1 just before the 
half-hour after being released by a 
superb through-ball from De Bruyne. 

De Bruyne was then denied him¬ 
self as Federici tipped a shot onto 
the bar but City still claimed their 
fourth before the break. 

Navas should have taken the hon¬ 
ours after racing clear of the de¬ 
fence and rounding Federici but he 
took too long to shoot and the keeper 
blocked. Fortunately for City, Ster¬ 
ling was on hand to ram home the 
rebound. 

It marked quite a contrast from 
Sterling’s last appearance at the 
ground, when he was substituted in 
the 6-1 win over Newcastle after an 
ineffective first-half. 

This time Yaya Toure made way at 
the interval, for reasons unclear, al¬ 
though he was recently troubled by 
a hamstring injury. De Bruyne was 
later given a rest. 

Zabaleta forced Federici to save 
early in the second half and Bony 
also picked out the keeper. Sterling 
had two more good chances but first 
failed to get a shot away and then 
poked wide. 

Bony tucked home another in the 
89th minute. 


Sub Ross 
is a hero 
yet again 

EASTLEIGH got Chris Todd’s 
permanent reign as boss off to a 
credible start by securing a 1-1 
draw at Cheltenham Town. 

Indeed, it could have been 
even better for a Spitfires side 
that dominated the second-half 
at Whaddon Road, with only 
a combination of some poor 
finishing and the excellence of 
home stopper Dillon Phillips 
preventing an away victory. 

Ross Lafayette, for the second 
time this week, emerged from the 
bench to score a for his side. 

The striker, who struck a 
last-gasp winner against Forest 
Green in midweek, pounced here 
in the 77th minute, just three 
minutes after his introduction - an 
effort that cancelled out Jack 
Munns’ 20th minute goal for the 
hosts. 

Jack Midson had the 
afternoon’s first effort on goal, 
cutting in from the right and 
drilling a low shot that Phillips 
clung onto inside his right post. 

Jack Barthram responded 
for the Robins, thrashing an 
opportunistic 20-yard strike too 
high to trouble Ross Flitney, while 
the Eastleigh number one was 
also equal to Rob Dickie’s 15th 
minute long-range dig. 

Cheltenham’s 20th minute 
opener had its roots in the vision 
of former Spitfire Harry Pell, who 
caressed an expansive pass to 
Barthram, galloping down the 
right for the umpteenth time. The 
wing-back’s classy, cushioned 
first time cross presented Munns 
with the easy task of applying the 
finishing touches in front of an 
empty net. 

Eastleigh’s dead-ball wizard 
Lee Cook had a chance to hit 
back for the visitors in the 29th 
minute, when Aaron Downes 
bundled Yemi Odubade over as 
the pair contested a high-ball. 

The former Barnet man’s 
whipped 25-yard free-kick, 
however, bound for the top right 
corner of goal, was tipped behind 
by a fully-extended Phillips. 

Munns, in search of his second 
goal of the game, directed a 
measured effort a yard too high 
of the target shortly before the 
break, while Phillips then had 
reason to be grateful as an 
Andy Drury strike took a heavy 
deflection off Will Evans, but 
looped harmlessly up into the 
keeper’s gloves. 

With his side struggling 
to make any impression 
immediately after the break, Todd 
sent on Matty Fanimo for a debut 
- and within minutes the ex-West 
Ham man had twice comes close 
to drawing the Spitfires level. 

The diminutive winger was first 
denied by the fast-advancing 
Phillips as he sought to get 
on the end of Joe Partington’s 
fierce right-wing cross, before 
the Robins ‘keeper was quick off 
the mark once more to prevent 
the attacker from getting a clean 
strike away following Odubade’s 
ball across the box. 

Eastleigh didn’t have to wait 
long for their goal, however. Ben 
Strevens’ skewed shot, after 
Reason’s left-wing corner was 
only partially cleared, landed 
back at the feet of the set-piece 
taker. 

Reason swung a ball to the 
far-post and Lafayette arrived at 
pace to plant his header into the 
roof of the net.

There was little going for the first 
five minutes bar an 18-yard drive 
from Banbury’s Zac McEachram 
straight at keeper Brendon Norris. 

But the visitors were soon made to 
pay for a defensive lack as Winches¬ 
ter took the lead with six minutes 
gone. 

Zach Glasspool and Warren Bent¬ 
ley exchanged passes inside the area 
and the ball was flipped on to Jamie 
BARRON who drilled it into the keep¬ 
er’s right-hand bottom corner. 

That error apart, Banbury looked a 
capable, passing side and, on 15-min¬ 
utes, Ricky Johnson sent the pacy 
Learn Howards away through the 
right channel and the little forward 
chested the ball down and half-vol- 
lied it wide of the back stick.

Donald’s 

tactics 

working 

BURYING bad news has 
become a common tactic in 
big business. Burying good 
news, however, is something 
of an unheard of concept. 

After the stirring week that 
Eastleigh have just enjoyed, 
though, the National League 
outfit’s starring role in the 
BBC’s annual Price of 
Football survey has slipped 
somewhat under the radar. 

Costing just £120, the 
Spitfires’ lowest-priced 
season ticket weighs in as the 
cheapest in England’s top 
five divisions. 

And Stewart Donald’s 
desire to make watching 
football as affordable as 
possible is clearly paying 
dividends. 

High on the Eastleigh 
owner’s agenda when he took 
control in 2012 was his 
ambition for the Spitfires’ to 
attract 3,000 strong gates to 
home fixtures. 

It was an apparently fanciful 
aspiration for a club that was 
then drawing crowds in the 
region of 400-550 to its 
Conference South fixtures. 

Three years on, however, 
and an Eastleigh side 
challenging for promotion 
into the Football League has 
twice pulled in more than 
4,000 spectators for home 
games. 

On Tuesday there were 
2,844 people inside a 
throbbing Silverlake, as the 
Spitfires served up an 
electrifying performance to 
beat league leaders Forest 
Green. 

Plenty of those who 
witnessed what could prove 
to be an epochal win in 
Eastleigh’s history were 
enticed along by the free- 
entry offered on the night, an 
additional incentive that 
Donald occasionally employs. 

To place into context the 
value offered by the cost of a 
ticket to watch all 23 home 
Spitfires league matches, 
Boreham Wood (£180) are the 
only other National League 
club that asks fans for less 
than £200 for a season pass. 

Cheltenham Town’s most 
expensive seat tickets are 
£414, while even the cheapest 
are £315.

reject to City slicker 


WHEN your manager walks into 
a press conference before a 
Champions League match and 
proceeds to tell the assorted 
hacks sitting there that you are 
“an upset kid, training very bad 
and not ready to compete”, you 
know something is wrong. 

One of the many young starlets picked 
up by the impressive, and massive, Chelsea 
youth scouting system, Kevin De Bruyne 
had been earmarked very early as a special 
talent. 

Yet it had not worked out too well for the 
young Belgian. 

As with many of these young talents, 
he had been farmed out on loan to Werder 
Bremen before he got a kick in a Blues shirt. 

With his head-up dribbling and his will¬ 
ingness to play the risky-forward-pass-that- 
could-open-up-a-defence rather than the saf- 
er-make-sure-possession-is-not-lost-pass, he 
had a quietly impressive season at Bremen; 
scoring 10 and providing nine assists. 

Yet on his return to Stamford Bridge he 
could barely get a kick of the ball. 

After a torturous half-season of waiting on 
the wings, and having to put up with Jose 
Mourinho telling the world he doesn’t train 
well, he (and Chelsea) decided that he (they) 
had had enough and a move was sealed to 
Wolfsburg. 

In an environment that he knew well, De 
Bruyne flourished. Last season, he moved 
into fifth gear - pulling Die Wolfe to a vastly 
impressive second-place in the Bundesliga, 
almost on his own. 

In 34 games, he scored 10 and assisted an¬ 
other 21 goals - that last bit a new Bundes¬ 
liga record. 

Path-breaking 


That is a goal created, or scored, every 101 
minutes - a better ratio, by far than anyone 
in the Premier League last season (Angel Di 
Maria, Cesc Fabregas and David Silva were 
the top three in England). 

At the end of that path-breaking season - 
and all competitions considered - he ended 
up with 16 goals, 28 assists and scooped the 
Player of the Year Award in Germany. 

Not bad for someone who apparently 
couldn’t handle the competition for places 
at Chelsea, eh? (Another Jose gem, that). 

To say he earned his move to Manchester 
City is putting it lightly. 

Even in today’s crazy world of over-inflat¬ 
ed player transfers, a £55 million transfer fee 
is no joke. 

While it is a damning indictment on just 
how cash-rich today’s game has become for 


Manchester City’s Kevin De Bruyne. 

a club to spend such a ludicrous amount on 
a player who had one good season, it is also 
a testament to just how good the Belgian is 
and, more importantly, how much more po¬ 
tential he has to become even better. 

A few doubted whether City’s ambitious 
bid - a record for the club, and second high¬ 
est in the history British football - would 
pay off. 

But this time the 24-year-old has taken to 
the Premier League like a fish that has just 


remembered that it really does belong in the 
water, no matter what anyone says (hello 
there, Jose). 

The thing is, though, the spine of the City 
team still remains the same. 

David Silva, Yaya Toure and Sergio Ague- 
ro are still the players that the team is built 
around, and why not. 

There is no better finisher in the world 
than the Argentinian, very few who can cre¬ 
ate the sort of magic that the Spaniard can, 


and there really is no-one in the world com¬ 
parable to the Ivory Coast juggernaut. 

David Silva, Sergio Aguero and Kevin De 
Bruyne - a nightmare for any defence. 

But champion teams often need to supple¬ 
ment such world-class spines with just that 
extra bit of support. 

They need to shake things up by getting 
top-notch players who do things differently 
- that’s what Barcelona did with Luis Su¬ 
arez and (to a lesser extent) what Real Ma¬ 
drid did with James Rodriguez. 

And that’s where Kevin De Bruyne comes 
in for the Citizens. 

A marvellously intelligent player capa¬ 
ble of playing anywhere along the three¬ 
pronged attacking midfield that Manuel 
Pelligrini prefers, he offers a different 
kind of guile to the sinuous craft of David 
Silva; two different styles that is, as we saw 
against Newcastle, not conflicting in the 
least. 

Unlike the Spaniard, who can be intimi¬ 
dated and shut down with a brute physical 
approach, De Bruyne is harder to contain 
simply because he can revert to unadulter¬ 
ated, direct aggression if pure skill doesn’t 
work. 

Deadly skill 


While not the fastest, he has it in him to 
pull out a burst of untouchable accelera¬ 
tion when it is most needed. 

And, by God, can he control a football. 

His technique was never in doubt; these 
days he brings with him a self-belief that 
makes all that on-the-ball ability a deadly 
skill. 

He is an excellent, consistent, set piece 
taker (as he showed with Belgium over the 
weekend) and his finishing is on a level that 
even Aguero would be proud of. 

That £55 million is starting to look like a 
bargain. 

The first few games of the season has 
augured well for Manchester City, and De 
Bruyne has combined brilliantly with Ser¬ 
gio Aguero, and naturally complementing 
Raheem Sterling and David Silva - as three 
goals and two assists in four games has 
shown. 

Every time he gets on the ball - and even 
with Silva in the team, he gets the ball a lot 
- City look dangerous; like a team that have 
more than a few goals in them. 

Until last season, Manchester City had 
what it takes to get a result on a cold blus¬ 
tery Tuesday night in Stoke. 

However, now, with Kevin De Bruyne 
shining in their ranks, they may well final¬ 
ly have it in them to get what they want on 
a warm, breezy, Wednesday evening at the 
Camp Nou.

IT’S been a week of mixed fortunes 
for Saints’ Euro 2016 hopefuls. 

While some were left celebrating 
qualification for next summer’s 
tournament in France, others 
weren’t so lucky. 

Here, JONATHAN MATON 
rounds up the action. 

STEVEN DAVIS 

The midfielder Steven Davis’s he¬ 
roics in a Northern Ireland shirt 
were rewarded this past interna¬ 
tional break. 

Davis was at the double inside 
Windsor Park when a 3-1 win 
against Greece booked them a place 
in France and Euro 2016 next sum¬ 
mer. 

The Saints’ midfielder played 
eight full 90 minutes in qualifying 
and only missed one game through 
a hamstring injury he suffered 
back in 2014. 

They kicked off the group stages 
with a dogged performance in their 
first game away to Hungary, sum¬ 
ming up their qualifying prowess 
on the road. Two late goals from 
Niall McGinn and Kyle Laffterty 
gifted them the best start possible. 
Current Saint Davis and Ex-Saint 
Chris Baird both anchored the mid- 
field completing 90 minutes. 

Captain Davis then guided his 
side to what was a familiar score 
line of 2-0, both home to the Faroe 
Islands and away to Greece meant 
that Northern Ireland were three 
from three in the opening two 
rounds of qualifying. 

After injuring his hamstring in 
Saints home win over Leicester in 
2014, an absent Davis then saw his 
side slump to a 2-0 score line in Ro¬ 
mania. 

Carrying a slight knock, Davis 
played the first half against Fin¬ 
land in Belfast and being two goals 
to the good at half time; Michael 
O’Neill’s decision to substitute Da¬ 
vis proved to be a wise one (2-1 vic¬ 
tors). 

Playing every minute of the last 
five games, a goalless draw at home 
to Romania and a 3-1 away win in 
the Faroe Islands put them on the 
brink of qualification for the tour¬ 
nament with just three games to go. 

A stoppage time equaliser from 
top scorer Laffterty against Hun¬ 
gary all but ensured qualification 
for next summer. 

Needing just one win from their 
last two games, the midfielders’ 
persistence paid off scoring two 
goals either side of a Josh Magen- 
nis’ second, making history in Bel¬ 
fast. Beating Greece 3-1 and sending 
the whole country into hysterics. 

Davis achieved the last 90 min¬ 
utes of qualifying, rounding off a 
magnificent campaign with a score 
draw in Finland, Northern Ireland 
had won a group for the first time 
since 1958. 

Shane Long 

Republic of Ireland will have to 


settle for a play-off position if they 
are to play a part in next year’s Eu¬ 
ropean Championships. 

Saints’ forward Long’s winner 
against world champions Germany 
gave the Republic a guaranteed 
third place sport and a potential 
shot at qualifying automatically 


going into their last game against 
Poland in Warsaw. 

Long played a part in eight of the 
10 games during qualifying, featur¬ 
ing as a substitute in six of them. 

Using his pace to terrify defenc¬ 
es in the closing stages of games, 
Longs impact was monumental; 


netting three times during quali¬ 
fying - earning his country more 
points in total than goals scored. 

The front man was a 76th min¬ 
ute sub in their first game away to 
Georgia, and Aidan McGeady dou¬ 
ble gave them a 2-1 win. 

Long was an unused sub in Ire-

land’s next two games, a 7-0 win in 
Dublin against Gibraltar and a last 
minute equaliser away to Germany 
put Ireland joint leaders of Group 
D with the early pace setters Po¬ 
land. 

Long was awarded with a start 
away to Scotland and was removed 
from the game in the 68th minute. 


The Republic lost 1-0. His impact 
off the bench proved to be pivotal 
rescuing a point for Ireland as Long 
grabbed a stoppage time equaliser 
at home to Poland. 

Long entered the game in the 80th 
minute at home to Scotland but 
could not make an instant impact, 
the game petering out into a draw. 


He then scored his second goal in 
qualifying, netting just six minutes 
after coming on as a sub away in 
Gibraltar. 

Robbie Keane made way for the 
Saints man at half time in Dublin 
against Georgia, and Jonathan 
Walters bundled in a 69th minute 
winner for Ireland. 


Long’s moment arrived in the 
70th minute against world champi¬ 
ons Germany at the AVIVA Stadi¬ 
um, just five minutes after coming 
on as a substitute. 

The Republic managed to see 
the game out and secured a play¬ 
off spot and a potential automatic 
qualifying position. 

Long was rewarded with a start 
in their final group game against 
Poland. He went off injured in the 
55th minute. 

Ireland lost 2-1 and had to settle 
for a play-off spot. Ex-Saint Artur 
Boruc was amongst the substitutes 
for Poland. 

Graziano Pelle 

Pelle helped Italy qualify for Euro 
2016 as Group H winners. 

After not being selected for their 
first outing (a 2-0 win in Norway) a 
run of four goals in six games for 
new club Saints earned him a call 
up to the Italian side in October 
2014. 

He was an unused substitute in 
Italy’s 2-1 win against Azerbaijan 
in Palermo, a first experience for 
the striker who had earned his 
first senior call up for Italy at the 
age of 29. 

Pelle made his senior Italian de¬ 
but came in the third qualifier, 
grabbing the only goal in Malta. 
Having completed 75 minutes, he 
was replaced by central defender 
Angelo Ogbonna. 

Pelle was then dropped back to 
the bench for Italy and came on in 
the 63rd during a 1-1 draw at home 
to Croatia. 

He was again an unused sub in a 
2-2 draw with Bulgaria in Sofia, but 
started against Croatia and played 
the full 90 minutes in another draw. 

Hosting Malta at home last 
month, history repeated itself as a 
solitary Pelle goal in the 69th min¬ 
ute earned his side all three points 
to move them closer towards Euro 
qualification. 

Pelle was this time rewarded with 
a start against Bulgaria in Paler¬ 
mo, replaced in the 73rd minute of 
a 1-0 win. 

He played only his third 90 min¬ 
utes of the qualifying campaign as 
Italy breezed past Azerbaijan 3-1 to 
secure a place in next year’s tour¬ 
nament. 

His hard work awas rewarded 
as Pelle struck the winner with 
10 minutes to go on Tuesday, Italy 
coming from behind to win 2-1. 

That means Pelle’s goals won 
Italy six points in the qualifying 
campaign.

Saints’ left back Bertrand’s call¬ 
up into the England squad so soon 
after injury may have been a slight 
shock to the majority. 

He made only his fifth start for 
his country as England cruised to 
a 2-0 win over Estonia last Friday

Bertrand played the full 90 min¬ 
utes at Wembley and made a posi¬ 
tive impression on manager Roy 
Hodgson.

Jose Fonte and Cedric 
Soares 

The two Saints defenders will be 
hoping they too get the nod for next 
summer’s Championships. 

With a disastrous start to qualify¬ 
ing, losing to Albania, the need for 
change was imminent. 

Saints’ current crop of Portu¬ 
guese talent were then called up 
and right back Soares made his full 
debut for the national team. With 
Fonte on the bench, Portugal need¬ 
ed a 95th minute winner from who 
else but Cristiano Ronaldo to get 
past Denmark. 

The Ronaldo show was rolling 
once again as Soares and Fonte 
watched from the bench as another 
Ronaldo strike defeated Armenia. 

After Ricardo Carvalho opened 
the scoring against Serbia in Lis¬ 
bon, he hobbled off after 17 min¬ 
utes - handing Fonte his first 
competitive senior appearance for 
Portugal, who won 2-1. 

After a Ronaldo hat-trick in Ar¬ 
menia, Fonte came of in the 78th 
minute to see out the game in a 3-2 
win. 

With Soares beginning to show 
signs of quality representing his 
national team and at Saints, he was 
rewarded with a full 90 minutes 
against Denmark that secured Por¬ 
tugal’s place in France. Fonte en¬ 
tered the game in added time. 

Portugal’s qualifying campaign 
ended with a 2-1 win in Serbia last 
weekend. Fonte played a whole 90 
minutes in Belgrade with Soares as 
an unused substitute. 

Fonte faces competition from ex- 
Chelsea man Ricardo Carvalho, 
Real Madrid’s Pepe and 82 times 
capped Bruno Alves in his coun¬ 
try’s regular starting XI. 

Virgil Van Dijk, Maarten 
Stekelenburg and 
Jordy Clasie 

The three Dutchmen won’t be 
competing at next year’s competi¬ 
tion, as Holland failed to qualify 
for a major tournament for the first 
time since 2002. 

The Netherlands only managed 


to win four of their 10 matches in 
qualifying which condemned them 
to fourth spot in the group. 

Van Dijk earned his call up after 
having a good start to the season 
with Saints, but failed to impress 
boss Danny Blind as he was substi¬ 
tuted with the hosts 3-0 don against 


the Czech Republic on Tuesday. 
Stekelenburg’s call up last week¬ 
end came in place of the injured 
Tim Krul (who faces a lengthy 
spell on the sidelines with a knee 
injury). 

Although he played no part in the 
game, it will be a positive thought 


for the Saints’ stopper who has 
endured a tough couple of years 
at Fulham and Monaco after rep¬ 
resenting his country in the 2010 
World Cup final. 

Clasie only played 70 minutes of 
the Dutch campaign, in a 6-0 win 
over Latvia. 
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Saints skipper Jose Fonte will be hoping to represent Portugal at next summer’s Euro 2016 finals.

Gareth Bale 

The former Saints starlet was at 
the heart of his country’s momen¬ 
tous Euro 2016 qualification. 

Bale scored seven goals in 
qualifying, three of them match 


winners, to send Wales to their first 
major tournament since 1958. 

The winger was in inspired form 
in their first qualifier, scoring two 
goals including a sublime free-kick 
in Andorra. 

With a 0-0 draw at home to Bosnia, 
and a home win against Cyprus, 
the Welsh crowd started to believe. 


Another double from Bale in a 3-0 
victory in Tel-Aviv propelled the 
home nation above Israel and into 
second place in Group B. 

Now joint-leaders, Wales took on 
Belgium at the Cardiff City Stadi¬ 
um - and the ex-Saint was again his 
country’s match winner. 

Bale repeated his heroics in 


Cyprus, heading Wales in front in 
the 82nd minute to but secure their 
place in next year’s tournament. 

Following a goalless draw at home 
to Israel, Wales were guaranteed 
qualification if they could secure a 
win in their last two matches. 

When Israel lost at home to Cy¬ 
prus, the loss in Bosnia adidn’t mat¬ 
ter as Wales had finally reached the 
promised land. 

It was party time in Cardiff last 
Tuesday as Wales completed their 
campaign with a 2-0 win against 
Andorra. 

Bale added the second and com¬ 
pleted all but three minutes of 
Wales’s full qualifying campaign. 

Injured goalkeeper Fraser For¬ 
ster - currently recuperating after 
suffering a severe knee injury last 
March - was in the squad for five of 
England’s ten qualifying matches. 
He should hopefully be back in full 
training by the end of this year. 

In all, Saints had nine current 
and ex-players in the squads in the 
qualifiers. 

Ex Southampton stars Theo Wal¬ 
cott, Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain, 
Adam Lallana, Luke Shaw, Callum 
Chambers, Rickie Lambert and 
Nathaniel Clyne all played parts 
as England recorded their perfect 
qualifying campaign. 

Chambers played two full 90 min¬ 
utes in qualifying - a 5-0 win at 
home to San Marino and a 1-0 win 
in Tallinn against Estonia. 

They were the only minutes he 
was given in the ten games. 

Walcott staked his claim to be on 
the plane to France. 

The three goals in qualifying - two 
in the 6-0 romp in San Marino in 
September and one against Esto¬ 
nia last week - left the Arsenal man 
joint third top scorer in his coun¬ 
try’s perfect qualifying campaign 
along with Harry Kane. 

Walcott and Kane were only 
called up five games into qualify¬ 
ing. 

Lallana and Oxlade-Chamberlain 
both had a successful qualification 
period. 

Lambert failed to score any goals 
in qualifying, and was used as a 
second half substitute regularly in 
the early games. 

But he lost his place in Roy Hodg¬ 
son’s squad last season after fail¬ 
ing to get regular game time under 
Brendan Rodgers at Anfield. 

Shaw’s broken leg could well cost 
him a place at next summer’s Euro 
Championships. 

With Leighton Baines and Ryan 
Bertrand out injured, Shaw had 
played in both England’s two Sep¬ 
tember qualifiers. 

Lastly, Clyne’s call-up into the 
squad in October 2014 later earned 
him a number of starts. He could 
well be Hodgson’s first choice right 
back next summer.

MY TEN BEST MATCHES 


SINCE January 2008, I 
have had the privilege 
of working as a sports 
reporter at the Southern 
Daily Echo. 

But my time with the paper came 
to an end this week, writes 
GORDON SIMPSON 

It was my great fortune to cover 
many Saints games in the nearly 
eight years I was on the staff, as I 
followed the team around the coun¬ 
try with my tremendous friend and 
colleague, Adam Leitch. 

One of the last tasks handed to 
me by my long-time sports editor, 
Simon Carter, who I remain so 
grateful to for allowing me to take 
on a role covering the club, was to 
produce this piece, compiling my 
best and worst matches. 

I’m not keen on self-indulgent 
articles, but I hope you are happy 
to bear with me while I briefly re¬ 
count these games. 

There are a few that would have 
been in there, but aren’t for various 
reasons. 

For example, I only saw the 3-1 
win at Chelsea this month on TV, 
as I was on holiday (I wish I’d come 
back a bit earlier now!). 

There are also some notable home 
games I was sad to miss, or that I 
had to sneak into among the fans, 
due to Nicola Cortese’s long-term 
ban on the Echo - hence the ab¬ 
sence of the 4-0 win over Coventry 
that secured promotion to the Pre¬ 
mier League. 

A couple of games also just 
missed the ‘worst’ cut - such as 
driving myself to Carlisle and back 
for a 3-2 defeat in November 2010. 

At least I did get to stay overnight, 
even if the hotel had lost my reser¬ 
vation. 

The 0-0 home draw with West 
Ham in September 2013 is also 90 
minutes of my life I wish I could 
get back, and which I still think I 
would have been justified in filing a 
blank document as a report. 

I will also never forget my first 
ever experience of covering Saints 
on my own, a 3-1 League Cup defeat 
away to Rotherham - on a freezing 
cold night at the Don Valley Sta¬ 
dium, in Sheffield - in September 
2008 (the only way was up from 
there at least!). 

Still, there are plenty of great 
memories for me here. 

Like most of the things I write, 
though, I’ll probably look back on 
it in a few days and wish I’d done it 
differently!

Dejan Lovren got the winner, and, 
although his relationship with the 
fans has turned incredibly sour, it 
was really enjoyable to watch him 
during the first half of this season, 
before he began to tail off. 

Manchester City 3 Saints 2 
August 19, 2012 
Premier League 

Yes, it was a defeat, but this was 
still a great day for the club and 
a proper occasion, as they nearly 
toppled the champions away from 
home on their long-awaited return 
to the top-flight. 

It was such a shame they couldn’t 
hold on after going 2-1 ahead, but it 
still felt like they had announced: 
“We’re back”. 

And so it proved. 

It was also nice to be heading to 
grounds like the Etihad Stadium 
after a few of the horrors we en¬ 
dured in League 1 in particular. 

Leeds 0 Saints 1 
March 3, 2012 
Championship 

Without doubt, the best goalkeep¬ 
ing performance I have ever wit¬ 
nessed live. Saints should have lost 
by a hatful, but Kelvin Davis was 
simply incredible. 

He’s been really good to me over 
the years, and some people might 
not realise just how important he 
is to the club with the work he does 
in the dressing room, so it was won¬ 
derful to see him produce a day like 
this. 

Ipswich 2 Saints 5 
August 16, 2011 
Championship 

There are few, if any, players who 
I enjoyed covering more than Rick¬ 
ie Lambert. 

I witnessed first-hand some of the 
biggest moments of his career - his 
first Premier League goal and his 
Roy of the Rovers impression on 
his England debut were both stand¬ 
out moments - but his first Cham¬ 
pionship goals were memorable as 
well. 

They were two magnificent 
strikes in what was a stunning 
team performance. 

The pass from one of my other 
favourite players, Morgan Schneid- 
erlin, for Adam Lallana’s goal was 
a thing of beauty too on a night 
when it became clear Saints were 
going to be real contenders in the 
Championship.

How did the 
‘perfect’ 
teams fare? 

ENGLAND this week became only the 
sixth team to qualify for a European 
Championship with a 100 per cent 
record. 

Here, the Sports Pink takes a look at 
the very mixed results of the other five 
teams who have achieved the feat. 

FRANCE - 1992 
Result: Group stages 

Les Bleus failed to qualify for the 1988 
European Championship or the 1990 World 
Cup, but Michel Platini’s free-flowing side, 
inspired by 1991 European Footballer of the 
Year Jean-Pierre Papin and Eric Cantona, 
scored 20 goals as they won all eight group 
games to become the competition’s first 
perfect qualifiers. 

But they could not live up to their favourites’ 
tag and endured an embarrassing showing 
at the finals in Sweden, failing to register 
a win . 

CZECH REPUBLIC - 2000 
Result: Group stages 

The Czechs made up for missing out on 
the 1998 World Cup by winning 10 out of 
10 games, conceding only five goals in a 
relatively weak group and finishing 12 points 
clear of second-placed Scotland. 

Drawn in arguably the toughest group, the 
Euro 96 runners-up were knocked out at the 
first hurdle. 

France - 2004 
Result: Quarter-finals 

Following their disastrous World Cup 
defence in 2002, France, as in 1992,

registered a perfect qualifying campaign 
after being drawn with Cyprus, Malta, Israel 
and Slovenia. Les Bleus scored 29 goals 
and conceded only two in qualification as 
the defending champions looked back to 
their fluent best. 

France managed to top their group in 
Portugal but the likes of Zinedine Zidane, 
Thierry Henry and Lilian Thuram could 
not prevent the French from losing 1-0 to 
surprise winners Greece in the quarter-finals. 

Germany - 2012 
Result: Semi-finals 

Germany were a team on a mission after 
finishing third at the 2010 World Cup as they 
made easy work of a tough qualifying group 
including the likes of Turkey and Belgium. 
Joachim Low’s men came unstuck against 
Italy in the semis as Mario Balotelli inspired 
the Italians to a 2-1 victory. 

Spain - 2012 
Result: Winners 

Defending European and reigning world 
champions Spain were another team 
to go unbeaten during the Euro 2012 
qualifying campaign. Drawn against the 
Czech Republic, Scotland, Lithuania, and 
Liechtenstein, Vicente del Bosque’s side 
looked dominant and were billed as pre¬ 
tournament favourites ahead of Euro 2012. 
The Spaniards topped their group at the 
finals before defeating France 2-0 in the 
quarter-finals. In the semi-finals the Roja 
needed penalties to overcome Portugal 
before caning Italy 4-0 in a one-sided final 
to become the first side to truly translate 
promise in qualification into tangible 
tournament success.

Why Bale & 
co can be a 
surprise act 

WALES have qualified for next 
summer’s European Championship - 
their first major tournament since the 
1958 World Cup. 

Here, the Sports Pink outlines five 
reasons why Wales could be dark 
horses at Euro 2016. 

1 Gareth Bale 

It is little wonder headline writers 
have often referred to ‘Bales’ rather 
than ‘Wales’. The Real Madrid forward 
is the talisman of the so-called ‘Golden 
Generation’, sprinkling stardust 
wherever he goes. Bale scored six 
goals in qualifying, including late 
winners against Andorra and Cyprus 
and the exquisite finish which floored 
Belgium. Put simply he is a world-class 
match-winner and there are not many of 
those players around, even at the 
European Championships. 

2 Strong spine 

Bale’s goals have made the difference 
but a strong spine runs right through 
Chris Coleman’s side. Wayne 
Hennessey brings stature and authority 
in goal and in Euro 2016 qualifying has 
shown why he was tipped for big things 
at a young age. Skipper Ashley Williams 
provides poise, organisation and 
leadership in central defence and, in 
midfield, Joe Allen’s ability to keep the

ball and Aaron Ramsey’s energy allows 
Wales to get Bale into areas where he 
can do maximum damage to 
opponents. 

3 Defence 

Wales’ success has been based as 
much on resolute defence as Bale’s 
brilliance. They went into the Bosnia 
game with the best defensive record in 
Euro 2016 qualifying, having conceded 
only twice in eight games - one a 
penalty and the other a free-kick. 
Bosnia’s opening goal was the first 
Wales had conceded in 574 minutes of 
action, the second the first in open 
play. That defensive organisation will 
make them hard to beat in tournament 
football when extra time and penalties 
often comes into the equation. 

4 Greece 

Greece was the word in 2004 when 
European football hailed an unlikely 
champion. While the World Cup has 
been dominated by the traditional 
super-powers of the game, the 
European Championship has a history 
of smaller nations doing well. Denmark 
took the title in 1992, Greece 12 years 
later. There is no fear factor with so 
much analysis done on the opposition 
and the strides made by smaller nations 
in preparation and tactical awareness 
means they often punch well above

Nigel Adkins took a lot of abuse 
from the home fans at the With- 
dean, but he handled it with his 
usual impressive dignity, and it was 
great to see two fine professionals 
- David Connolly and Jose Fonte, 
who I can’t speak highly enough of 
for how much time he has given me 
over the years - scoring the goals.

and everyone was just so glum 
and I think worn down by 
how bad things had been at the 
club. 

If we’d known how much 
better things would soon 
get it wouldn’t have been so bad, 
but it was a moment when it 
just felt as if the club was 
tumbling down into some sort of 
bottomless pit. 

Thankfully, that was the end of 
the decline.

Came close to qualification 
twice for the 1994 World Cup and 2004 
European Championship, but his legacy 
will be the foundations he put in place 
as Wales manager before his tragic 
death in November 2011 at the age of

MARK HUGHES 
Suffered double heartbreak as both 
player and manager for Wales. But for a 
controversial Scotland equaliser, his 
goal would have sent Wales into a very 
winnable 1986 World Cup play-off

against Australia - and nearly two 
decades on his side lost a Euro 2004 
eliminator to Russia. 

IAN RUSH 

Won every major prize in club football 
at Liverpool where he became the 
club’s all-time goalscorer. Also Wales’ 
record goalscorer with 28 goals in 73 
appearances but still the end result was 
disappointment with near misses in 
both World Cup and European 
Championship qualifying. 

JOHN TOSHACK 

Wales did make it to the last eight in 
the 1976 European Championship but 
in those days the finals were restricted 
to the final four, so Liverpool striker 
Toshack was another to miss out. 

Failed to lead Wales to a tournament as 
manager from 2004-10 but played key 
role in blooding many of the current 
crop. 

RYAN GIGGS 

Probably the greatest Wales player 
never to have graced a major 
tournament. The most decorated player 
in English football history after two 
decades at Manchester United went 
close to reaching the 1994 World Cup 
and 2004 European Championship with 
plenty of lean years in between. 
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Matty Fanimo

Exciting 21-year-old wideman/for- 
ward Matthias ‘Matty’ Fanimo is a 
former England Under-16s, 17s and 18s 
player who was at West Ham United un¬ 
til earlier this year. 

And it was during his time in the 
Hammers’ ranks that it emerged he had 
recorded a top speed equal to Manches¬ 
ter United’s Antonio Valencia, who is re¬ 


garded as the world’s fastest footballer. 

A list of top speeds reached by players 
wearing GPS tracking systems showed 
Fanimo and Valencia joint top. 

Fanimo tweeted at the time: “No doubt 
who’s the quickest in the world.” 

Having played in a Carling Cup win 
over Crewe Alexandra for the Hammers 
in 2011, Fanimo did not appear again 
before being released in February this 
year. 

His other appearance as a profession¬ 
al was for then League Two side Tran- 


mere Rovers on loan in September 2014. 

More recently he has been at Bishop’s 
Stortford. 

Todd believes Eastleigh can provide 
the perfect platform to revive his career. 

The new Spitfires boss said: “The Eng¬ 
lish system isn’t great for kids. 

“They go to a big club but, after that, 
where do they go when they get re¬ 
leased? Often it’s into the wilderness. 

“I believe in talent and I believe that, 
in time, we can turn Matty into some¬ 
thing special.”

Caretaker shows 
credentials with 
three big victories 

CHRIS Todd used his three 
weeks in caretaker charge 
to open up an unassailable 
gap on the field in the 
hotly-contested race to be 
Eastleigh’s new manager. 

In fact, three days into his tempo¬ 
rary reign Todd had already pushed 
himself into pole position to succeed 
Richard Hill, who resigned from the 
post on September 23, writes Paul 
McNamara. 

Handed a daunting trip to high- 
riding Wrexham for his maiden foray 
into management, the Welshman 
prospered on his return to his home¬ 
land. 

And it was more than the Spit¬ 
fires’ shock victory at the Race¬ 
course Ground that marked Todd 
out as leadership material. 

As Eastleigh’s players were put 
through their pre-match paces at 
in North-Wales by the club’s sports 
therapist, ex-Saints defender Andy 
Cook, it was apparent that there was 
a renewed buzz radiating from an en¬ 
ergetic group. 

Rookie 

Todd surveyed the exercise from a 
distance, standing in front of his dug- 
out, an impassive figure absorbing 
the scene playing out in front of him. 

The 34-year-old rookie had made 
five changes to a side beaten 5-2 by 
Dover at the Silverlake Stadium only 
four days previously, in what had 
proved to be Hill’s last match at the 
Spitfires’ helm. 

Todd was looking for the reaction. 

Was there any evidence of sulking 
among those that he had left-out on 
his managerial debut - and were the 
11 that he had selected ready to invest 
in his methods? 

He got the answers that he was hop-

ing for, on both counts. 

An Eastleigh side adopting a fresh 
tactical approach led 2-0 at half¬ 
time against a Wrexham outfit that 
was yet to taste defeat on their own 
ground this term. 

When the Dragons hit back to draw 
level, it would have been easy - and 
entirely forgivable - for a first-time 
boss to retreat into his shell. 


Instead Todd engineered a remark¬ 
able turning of the tide. 

Adjusting his team’s set-up and 
personnel, the temporary boss put 
the brakes on the home resurgence, 
before Ben Strevens nodded home a 
late winner. 

Todd had admitted that this oppor¬ 
tunity to fulfil a long-held ambition 
to step into management had arrived 


earlier than expected. 

Nevertheless, to listen to him talk 
exuberantly, but with real clarity 
and authority, in the wake of that 
rousing afternoon at Wrexham was 
to hear a man certain of his destiny. 

Premature 


It would, of course, have been pre¬ 
mature for the club’s owner, Stewart 
Donald, to bet all his chips on Todd 
on the evidence of one day’s work. 

And that fact was confirmed when, 
on their next outing, the Spitfires’ 
slumped to a listless defeat at home 
to Braintree. 

To quote Benjamin Disraeli, how¬ 
ever: “There is no education like ad¬ 
versity”. 

Whereas some might have chucked 
the towel in on their aspirations fol¬ 
lowing that low, Todd went into over¬ 
drive. 

With his players, the manager as¬ 
sessed what had gone wrong during 
their unexpected 2-0 reverse and 
went about correcting things. 

A stunning victory at third-placed 
Tranmere Rovers last week was fol¬ 
lowed up by Tuesday night’s beating 
of table-topping Forest Green Rovers 
- a match notable for the expressive 
nature of the Spitfires’ play. 

Tremendous 


That Todd’s unveiling as full-time 
boss on Thursday had become an 
inevitability, is a measure of the tre¬ 
mendous impression a likeable and 
canny individual has made on Don¬ 
ald and Eastleigh supporters in such 
a short period. 

Todd’s task now assumes a fresh 
dimension. 

He is the man in charge and, ulti¬ 
mately, responsibility for his club’s 
fortunes falls squarely on his slen¬ 
der shoulders. 

Everything we’ve seen so far, sug¬ 
gests that Chris Todd is up to the 
challenge. 

There were reportedly 80 serious 
applicants for what is a coveted role, 
but it turns out that Donald had 
the right man under his nose all 
along.

Eastleigh give job 
to caretaker boss 
after impressive 
run of matches 

NEW Eastleigh boss Chris 
Todd insisted “it’s my 
time now” after having his 
caretaker tag replaced with 
a permanent label this week. 

But though the ambitious, young 
Welshman is relishing the challenge 
of taking the Spitfires to the next lev¬ 
el, he acknowledges that, without his 
predecessor Richard Hill, he would 
never have got the chance of manag¬ 
ing one of the south’s most rapidly 
rising clubs, writes Wendy Gee. 

It was Hill that first brought Todd to 
the Silverlake Stadium as a player in 
January 2013 having identified that, 
without a solid defensive backbone, 
Eastleigh would never achieve their 
immediate goal of promotion to the 
Conference National. 

The arrival of the experienced 
Todd, fellow defender Dean Beckwith 
and Luton loanee Alex Lacey helped 
turn that season around, lifting the 
Spitfires from the depths of the Con¬ 
ference South to the end-of-season 
play-offs. 

Under Hill’s wily guidance they 
went on to win the title the following 
spring and, as Eastleigh embarked 
on their first season dining at non- 
League’s top table, so Todd took his 
first step towards management as 
player-coach. 

This summer he climbed another 
rung of the ladder, replacing the de¬ 
parted Craig McAllister as assistant 
boss. And when nobly, Hill fell on his 
sword after an uncharacteristically 
poor run of results last month, Todd 
was in the right place at the right 
time to assume caretaker charge and 
ultimately stake his claim for the top 
job. 

Stepping into the old manager’s 
shoes is never easy, particularly 
when he is someone you have worked 
so closely with over the years. 

Todd still keeps in touch with Hill 
and acknowledged: “I wouldn’t be at 
the club if it wasn’t for Richard and I 
have to thank him for that. 

“But Richard went and this is my 
time now 

“It was Richard who brought me to 
the club and it was him who made me 
coach and then assistant manager. 

“If it wasn’t for him doing that I 
wouldn’t be standing here now as 
manager of Eastleigh FC. 

“I’ve spoken to Richard and hope¬ 
fully he’ll be back in the game sooner 
rather than later.” 

Having turned 34 in August, Todd 
was one of the younger applicants 
for Eastleigh job, but he felt he had 


been destined to be a manager all his 
footballing life. 

It is his first managerial post but 
Todd, who guided Eastleigh to mem¬ 
orable National League wins over 
Wrexham, Tranmere and league 
leaders Forest Green Rovers while in 
interim charge, is ready for the chal¬ 
lenge. 

“I’m delighted to get the job, obvi¬ 
ously, in fact honoured is the word I’d 
use,” he smiled. “What a challenge 
and what a great job to get as my first 
in management! 

“It’s come sooner than I thought but 


I always believed, even when I was 
starting out as a player, that I would 
be a manager one day As a young 
lad of 18 or 19 getting into the Swans 
(Swansea City) first team, I was tell¬ 
ing people what to do. I’ve got that 
leadership in me. 

“The results we’ve had against 
Wrexham, Tranmere and Forest 
Green show what this club is capable 
of, but this is just the start. We’ve got 
to kick on now and start working our 
way up towards the Football League.” 

• Todd has settled on Shaun North 
as his right-hand man at Eastleigh. 


The pair met each other when they 
were at Torquay United together - 
Todd as a player and North as assis¬ 
tant manager. 

Having built himself a fine coach¬ 
ing reputation at Portsmouth, North 
has also been assistant manager at 
Bristol Rovers and reserve team boss 
at Oxford United. 

He was under-21 development 
coach for AFC Wimbledon, first team 
coach at Cheltenham and more re¬ 
cently left his role as academy man¬ 
ager/assistant boss at Eastbourne 
Borough.

Take that... Hawks bite back 
with £ 10k offer for Bennett 



Local sides are at 
odds after rival 
bids for strikers 

HAVANT & Waterlooville have 
made what looks like a tit-for- 
tat £10,000 bid for Gosport 
Borough’s all-time leading 
marksman Justin Bennett. 

It comes a week after Borough man¬ 
ager Alex Pike lodged a £7,500 offer 
for the Hawks’ ex-Saints striker Matt 
Paterson who shared a free-scoring 
partnership with Bennett at Gosport 
last term before returning to West- 
leigh Park on a free transfer during 
the summer, writes Wendy Gee. 

The Hawks say they have funded 
their five-figure bid for ex-Andover 
and Eastleigh man Bennett from 
their FA Cup run which has taken 
them past Larkhall Athletic and Ave- 
ley into the fourth qualifying round 
of the competition. 

Gosport, meanwhile, have let it be 
known that they have extra money 
in the transfer kitty thanks to spon¬ 
sorship from local company Aerial 
Direct. 

There is no love lost between the 
National League South neighbours 
and when Borough made their bid 
for Paterson, it got short shrift from 
the Hawks chairman Derek Pope who 
insisted: “I wouldn’t sell him to Gos¬ 
port, even if they offered £100,000.” 

The prolific Bennett won the Con¬ 
ference South Golden Boot award last 
season and is firing on all cylinders 
again this term with 11 league goals. 

Havant boss Lee Bradbury is quot¬ 
ed on the H&W website saying: “It’s a 
no-brainer for me to want somebody 
of Justin’s goal scoring record who 
lives local to the club.” 

But Gosport chairman Mark Hook 
said: “It won’t happen. I think it is 
just the Hawks playing mind games 
and it shows how desperate they are.” 

Borough’s interest in Paterson fol¬ 
lows a failed attempt to sign Winches¬ 
ter City’s master marksman Warren 
Bentley. 


That too got under the skin of 
the club in question with Winches¬ 
ter boss Paul Masters none too im¬ 
pressed with Pike publicly claiming 
City had initially valued Bentley at 
£5,000 and then put the price up. 

Bentley himself confirmed that 
it was his wish to stay at City and 
Masters said: “I’m disappointed with 


what Alex put in the Portsmouth 
paper. I don’t think he needed to say 
that. To say we turned down their of¬ 
fer is not strictly true. There’s no-one 
standing in Warren’s way.” 

Winchester’s director of football 
Dave Malone then took to the Win¬ 
chester club’s online forum to say he 
found it “crass” that Pike had pub¬ 


licly revealed his version of events. 

He said: “The truth of the matter is 
that their derisory offer was not ac¬ 
ceptable to the club - but, more im¬ 
portantly, Warren decided that such 
a move was not for him in any case. 
We would have preferred that to be 
the end of the matter - but Mr Pike 
decided otherwise.” 


Wait for 
Costello 

WIMBORNE Town’s Adam 
Costello is facing up to three 
months on the sidelines. 

The former Christchurch 
centre-back suffered torn 
knee cartilage during the 
Magpies’ 3-1 FA Trophy 
defeat by Larkhall Athletic.

CHAIRMAN Ken Stewart in¬ 
sists Steve Cuss’ acquisi¬ 
tion of a controlling interest 
in Wimborne Town has not 
made him ‘unsackable’ as 
team manager.

Cuss also replaced Miller as the 
sole director of Parmiter Holdings 
on July 1, a switch that was published 
on the Companies House website on 
Thursday of last week. 

Last Saturday’s 3-2 home defeat to 
Marlow left the Cuthbury outfit with 
seven points from 10 games, out of 
both FA competitions and the Red 
Insure Cup and with only goal differ¬ 
ence keeping them out of the South¬ 
ern League Division One South &

Quizzed on Cuss’ level of control, 
Stewart told The Pink’s sister paper 
The (Bournemouth) Daily Echo: “It is 
true that in the past few weeks, Paul 
Miller has signed over his shares to 
Steve as a gift. 

“I know the obvious point people 
will make is ‘he can’t get sacked’, 
but Steve knows as well as I do how 
things are and will be the first to ad¬ 
mit it.

Club spirit on the rise 
after fantastic cup run

Team’s unity 
pleases boss 

MANAGER Pat Mc¬ 
Manus referred to them 
as “a team of strangers 
more or less put to¬ 
gether in two months.” 

But there was nothing re¬ 
motely makeshift about 
Brockenhurst - either on or 
off the park - as the FA Cup 
sprinkled its stardust around 
Grigg Lane last Saturday, 
writes Wendy Gee. 

Irrespective of the eventual 
5-1 scoreline that was exag¬ 
gerated by two stoppage-time 
goals from National League 
South visitors Wealdstone 
- one a jaw-dropping strike 
from inside the visitors’ own 
half - the Badgers players 


did the Wessex League proud 
against their three leagues 
higher opponents. 

And, off the pitch, chairman 
Stan Reid and Brock’s grow¬ 
ing band of helpers and spon¬ 
sors ensured that the spruced- 
up New Forest club made the 
most of being in the FA Cup 
spotlight. 

Even before you crossed the 
cattle grid into the ground, 
you couldn’t miss the giant 
banners in the village streets 
advertising the biggest match 
in the club’s recent history. 

Staff at the local pub, The 
Foresters Arms, sported club 
T-shirts, while Brock’s own 
bar was alive with the singing 
and banter that make FA Cup 
days like this so special. 

Club scarves and Badgers 
flags were waved by the sup¬ 
porters of the future, while 
those with longer memories 
were treated to the sight of 
Saints ‘76 hero Jim Steele be¬ 


ing introduced to the teams 
before kick-off. 

It marked an incredible 
transformation for the Syden- 
hams Premier outfit who lost 
the bulk of last season’s play¬ 
ers during the summer - and 
almost their manager too. 

“I had a difference of opin¬ 
ion with the previous chair¬ 
man and I was convinced 
to come back,” recalled Mc¬ 
Manus. 

“The new chairman, Stan 
Reid, has been great for us 
- the difference around the 
place is chalk and cheese. 

“The ground is not just a 
place where the team comes 
to play anymore, the com¬ 
mercial activities have been 
expanded and we’ve got that 
ambition. 

“I like what the chairman 
stands for and this place has 
got so much potential with¬ 
out chucking thousands of 
pounds into it. 


“It’s a completely new side 
- we’ve only got one player 
[skipper Mark Barker] from 
last year. 

“We’ve done it on a shoe¬ 
string budget and for it to 
come together as it has, with 
the players still learning 
about each other, is just phe¬ 
nomenal. 

“They’ve looked after the 
players here with bonuses 
during the FA Cup run, but 
it’s not about the money 

“Everyone’s here to enjoy 
themselves and we’re going 
to develop players. 

“That’s the object. 

“This team will only get bet¬ 
ter.” 

Prior to the Wealdstone 
match, Brock had seen off 
Fareham Town, Southern 
League duo Yate Town and 
Mangotsfield United, and 
AFC Portchester to reach the 
third qualifying round for the 
fourth time in their history. 



Mark Barker 

Home comforts suiting 
Barker at the Badgers 
despite lofty interest 


BROCKENHURST’S captain 
marvel Mark Barker looked 
well at home in National 
League South company last 
Saturday - and said he felt 
pretty comfortable too. 

The Badgers’ longest-serving 
player was one of the stand-out 
performers on show as the 
magic of the FA Cup gripped 
Grigg Lane, writes Wendy Gee. 

Somewhat gallingly for the 
Sydenhams Premier 
underdogs, Wealdstone 
ultimately ran out 5-1 winners 
which was not a true reflection 
of the game. 

Yes, the north Londoners 
were good value for a place in 
the fourth qualifying round, but 
Brock and loyal clubman 
Barker in particular deserved 
more than to be on the end of 
what, on paper at least, was a 
hefty defeat. 

At half-time, hope had shone 
brightly for the New Forest club 
with Barker cancelling out an 
early headed opener by giant 
targetman Jefferson Louis. 

His exquisite left-foot strike 
from 20 yards took a nick off a 
defender’s head en route to the 
far, top corner, but the 
Millbrook-based wideman was 
not going to let something as 
trivial as a deflection take the 
gloss off a memorable moment. 

“It was still going in,” smiled 
the player affectionately known 
as ‘Sparky.’ 

“It was an instinctive thing for 
me. I was faced with a defender, 
I shifted the ball to the right and 
just hit it with my left foot. 

“Obviously it was a bit nerve- 
racking going into the game 
with them being from a higher 
league, but I felt comfortable 
out there. 

“Me and Pat (McManus, 


manager) went to watch 
Wealdstone in their replay 
against Biggleswade and 
Jefferson Louis was a handful 
that night. But I thought we 
coped quite well with him once 
we knew what he was about. 

“It’s been a good FA Cup run 
for us and although we’re 
disappointed with the result, it 
had to come to an end at some 
point. Now that’s out of the way 
we’ve got to concentrate on 
trying to push up the league.” 

So far Brock’s league form 
has paled in comparison to the 
Cup heroics that put paid to 
Fareham Town, Yate Town, 
Mangotsfield United and AFC 
Portchester before 
Wealdstone’s big hitters rolled 
up at Grigg Lane. 

They have banked just eight 
points from as many 
Sydenhams Premier games, 
leaving them a long way adrift 
of league leaders Salisbury 
who did their best to try and 
sign Barker earlier in the 
campaign. 

Blackfield & Langley also 
flirted with taking him to Gang 
Warily, but the 25-year-old 
mobile mechanic has no 
regrets about snubbing his 
suitors. 

Now in his eighth season with 
Brockenhurst and still loving 
life as a Badger, the former 
Oaklands student said: “I’m 
happy where I am just enjoying 
my football. 

“I don’t want to go to another 
side and just sit on the bench. 

“Everyone wants to play 
higher, but Salisbury are in the 
same league as we are. I’d like 
to go up to a real high level if I 
could, but I don’t know if I’m 
good enough.”

PLAYING in the proper rounds of the 
world’s oldest cup competition has been 
a matter of course for ex-AFC Bourne¬ 
mouth striker Alan Connell across more 
than a decade in the professional game. 

But the 32-year-old is adamant that the 
pursuit of FA Cup glory in the earlier 
rounds with non-League Poole Town is 
not lost on him. 

Connell, part of the Dolphins side that 
won 2-0 at Hastings United last Saturday 
to book their ticket to the fourth quali¬ 
fying round courtesy of Jamie Whisken 
and Marvin Brooks, said: “ I was fortu¬ 
nate enough to be involved in some big 
games in my career. I appreciate those 
times to this day and, of course, you al¬ 
ways want more. 

“Whatever the occasion, I have always 
taken it in. I have had some really good 
times in football and some really bad 


ones along the way too but, at this stage, 
I do try to enjoy every good moment. 

“I have never taken anything for grant¬ 
ed and, being around the club, you un¬ 
derstand just how much it would mean 
if we could get to the first round and get 
a good draw. It could set up the club fi¬ 
nancially and put it on the map.” 

Connell’s tireless running in the lone 
striker’s role aided Poole’s cause at Hast¬ 
ings and, while it was not one for the 
scrapbook, the summer recruit declared 
himself content with the outcome. 

“It was a good team effort,” he said. “It 
wasn’t particularly enjoyable to play in 
and probably not enjoyable to watch. 

“That said, I thought we were very 
professional in the way we went about 
things, we worked hard and didn’t look 
threatened.” 

Connell’s start at Pilot Field was only 


his third for the Dolphins, but he be¬ 
lieves more opportunities will present 
themselves as the season goes on. 

He said: “I’m really enjoying it and 
delighted to do well in the FA Cup while 
getting ourselves right near the top of 
the league.” 

Connell’s willing display at Hastings 
came on the back of his first goal for the 
Dolphins, a penalty with 12 minutes to 
play in a 2-1 Southern Premier victory 
over Paulton Rovers. 

“It was a big moment because the 
game was 1-1 and not long left,” he said. 
“There is a pressure that comes with 
taking a penalty, but I’m always up for it. 

“It was nice to get that first goal and I 
want to kick on now. 

“I feel like I have contributed and made 
a few goals. I am just here to do my best 
as and when called upon.”

Top early season

IT SAYS something about 
Winchester City’s impact on 
the Southern One South &

“I’ve always said that 4-0 flattered 
them in the FA Cup and that they just 
took their opportunities on the day, 
but we deserved it this time and it’s a 
very good result. 

“We still played 4-4-2, which was 
the same as them, but we had a game 


plan to make the game narrow and 
limit the space for their attacking op¬ 
tions. 

“I know Bradley Gray will get the 
accolades after scoring two fantastic 
goals, but I thought every single play¬ 
er was superb out there.” 

Winchester boss Paul Masters had a 
somewhat different take on the game, 
labelling it “flat”. 

“It was disappointing,” he said. 

“They had chances, we had chances, 
but the game was flat if I’m honest. 

“Neither team played to their best 
of their ability 

“Dan Cann put us in front with a 


header, but then it just petered out.” 

Masters, though, agreed with 
Webb’s assessment that the FA Cup 
wasn’t really a 4-0 game. 

“They were decent that day and had 
a chance to go one up,” he recalled. 

“The lad Gray played well. I’d seen 
him against Sholing before the FA 
Cup game and he was the best player 
on the pitch.” 

Having started the season well, 
Winchester have slowed down with 
last Saturday’s defeat leaving them 
seven points adrift of Supermarine. 

“Maybe too many people have been 
getting carried away,” ventured Mas¬ 


ters. “The higher you go, the more 
important it is to play to that level 
and this time we fell below it. 

“As I’ve said before, you can get 
away with it in the Wessex League, 
but not in the Southern League. 

“The lads are learning very quick¬ 
ly that they’ve got to be 100 per cent 
in every game.” 

For Supermarine, it was a great 
start to October, but Webb believes 
next month will separate the men 
from the boys. 

“I think in November you begin 
to really see which are the top sides 
and we want to still be in the mix.”

But the vocal backing of an 
11,000-strong travelling 
support in Scotland’s final 
qualifier, a 6-0 win against 
Gibraltar, helped persuade 
Strachan to stay on. 

Strachan will now begin 
work on preparing his squad 
for a World Cup qualifying 
group involving England, 
Slovakia, Slovenia, Lithuania 
and Malta. 

“I want the best for our 
country and for those players 
and I believe we can make 
Scotland proud in the 
upcoming qualifiers,” the 
58-year-old said. 

“For that reason, I am 
delighted to have been asked 
to continue in my role and I 
look forward to working with 
my backroom staff and the 
players to improve on the 
previous campaign.” 

Strachan said: “It is an 
honour and a privilege to 
manage my country and, in a 
way, that has made the 
disappointment of not 
qualifying for Euro 2016 all 
the more profound. 

“None the less, the reaction 
from the supporters 
throughout the campaign, 
and in particular from those 
who travelled to Faro in their 
thousands, is an experience 
that will live with me for the 
rest of my life. It was a 
recognition that the players’ 
efforts had been appreciated. 

“That appreciation and 
goodwill has also been 
apparent in the messages of 
support I have received this 
week, from emails and letters 
to chats in the street.”
